It is questionable if, in their justi- 
fable resentment, the people of the 
United States ever paused to consider 
this side of the matter.

The Rising Cost of Living. 

The bureau of labor has just issued 
a report dealing with the retail prices 
of food from 1890 to 1904, showing in 
detail the enormous increase in the 
cost of the necessaries of life. This 
increase has been especially great 
Since the beginning of the new cen- 
tury. 

Of 30 principal articles, the prices 
of no fewer than 26 were higher last 
year than the average for the 10--year 
period, 1890 to 1900... The few that 
have decreased in cost were evapo- 
rated apples, vinegar, coffee and 
prunes. 

Bacon increased 37.8 per cent; eggs 
30.9 per cent; dry or pickled pork, 
25.8 per cent; fresh pork, 24 per cent; 
corn meéal, 21.5 per cent, and pota- 
toes, 21.3 per cent. 

Chickens, once within the reach of 


|nearly all, had risen 20.7 per cent in 


price; flour had advanced 19.9 per 
ham, 18.4 per cent; lard, 17.3 
per cent; fresh beef, from 12.8 to 13.4 
per cent; butter, 9 per cent; milk, 
6.3 per cent. 

For the United States, taken as a 
whole, the average cost of food per 
family in 1890 was $318.20. In 1896, 
the year of lowest prices, it fell to 
| $296.76, and im 1904 it reached the 
highest point of the period, $347.10. 
This was $50.34, or 17 per cent, great- 
‘er than in 1896. 

In 1900 the average family expendi- 
ture for food was $318.20; in 1891, 

$316.65; in 1893, 
$309.81; in 1895, 
$296.76; in 1897, 
$306.70; in 1899, 
1900, $314.16; in 1901, 
1902, $344.61; in 1903, 
in 1904, $347.10. 
“Production of food supplies,” Sec- 
retary Wilson is quoted as saying, 
has been decidedly heavier this 
year.” In consequence, he predicts

ter for meats, poultry, dairy products 
and other table necessities.

the enforcement of reasonable rates, and 
for the prevention of rebates and dis- 
criminations. I believe that they should 
be compelled to litigate in the courts of 
this state all questions arising from their 
relations to the state or its people.’ 

“Mr. Howell does not hesitate to say 
that he is unalterably opposed to any 
policy of government under which foreign 
corporations may derive any benefit, ad- 
vantage or protection denied to citizens 
of Georgia. Yet, at the same time, he is 
broag enough to declare that he is equally 
opposed to any policy of state govern- 
ment formulated, intended or administered 
to deter the investment of foreign capital 
in Georgia property, or to confiscate such 
captal when invested. He advocates the 
fearless enforcement of the laws for the 
protection of the people against corporate 
aggression, oppression and monopoly, and 
favors just as earnestly the protection of 
every property right to which corpora- 
tions may be justly entitled under the 
laws of Georgia. This is statesmanship.

CALONEL J. H. ESTILL 
DISCUSSES ANNOUNCEMENT 
Savannah, Ga., November 1(9.—(Special!.) 
In his newspaper, The Morning News, 
Colonel J. H. Bstill discusses Mr, Howell's 
announcement fin this way: 
“The long-looked-for platform of Mr. 


| Clark Howell is now before the people of 


the state for their inspection. If i were 
shorter it would be better for the candi- 
date, provided it will heip him at all, be- 
cause it would stick in the memories of 
the voters better. ’ 

“Of course, Mr. Howell has a word to 

say in praise of the democratic party and 
what it has done for the state since tha 
close of the civil war. It will be pretty 
generally agreed that there ig truth in 
what he says on that point. And he is 
firmly convinced that the surest way to 
keep the white people in the ascendency 
and the democratic party on top is to 
hold fast to the white primary. He points 
out what he considers the reasons why the 
republicans and the populists are against 
the white primary. As Candidate Hoke 
Smith is of the opinion that diefranchise- 
ment of the negroes promises better for 
white supremacy than the white primary 
does, he and Mr. Howell may have some 
interesting discussions in regard to that 
matter. 
' “Mr, Howell differs radically with Can- 
didate Smith respecting freight rates, He 
thinks that, as a rule, Georgia fares in 
the matter of these rates about as well 
as any other state similarly circum- 
stanced. ‘There are some inequalities in 
the state rates that ought to. be reme- 
died, but he trusts the courts to attend te 
them. With the interstate rates, he 
points out, the railroad commission has 
nothing to do.. Ang he doésn’t believe 
in the confiscation of the property of 
foreign corperations doing MDusinesg in 
the state. He wanig these foreign cor- 
porations to be kept on a footing with 
home corporations, and to be dealt with 
as fairly as individuals are. 

‘He favors the abolition of the free pass 
for officials and the election of railroad 
commissioners by the people. Just why 
he wants railroag commissioners elected 
by the people he doesn’t say. The framers 
of the railroad commission law thought it 
better that they should be appointed by 
the governor. What has occurred to 
make the change advisable? We ask the 
question for information, not for the pur- 
pose of expressing an opinion. . 

“Mr. Howell thinks the state should 
have more and better schools, and if he 
has the opportunity he is going to urge 


big appropriations for agricultural college 
purposes. He was probably impressed by 


| the agricultural college of Wisconsin on 


the occasion of his visit to that institu- 
tion a year or so ago. He favors a li>- 
eral maintenance of the confederate pen- 
sion system and is against all calamity 
howlers. 

The platform is intended, apparently, to 
gain the good ‘will of about everybody 
who has a vote in the primary. There are 
a few sentences, however, for which there 
doesn’t seem to be any necessity, unless 
they are aimed at one of the other candl- 
dates. For instance, Mr. Howell says: 
‘T wouldn't have the office of governor or 
any other within the gift of the people 
if I haq to sacrifice my honest conviction 
to get it.’ And again: ‘If elected I would 
enter upon the duties of that office with 
no idea or purpose of using it as a step- 
ping stone to anything else.” Is it Mr. 
Howell's belief that there are candidates 
in the gubernatorial contest who are 
sacrificing their honest convictions, or whe 
propose to use the office of governor as a 
stepping stone to another office?’
